Thingoe,  an  entirely  rural  district,  completely  surrounds 
the  market  town  of  Bury  St.  Edmund’s.  A  comparison  of  the 
number  of  inhabited  houses  and  the  rateable  value  bears  out 
the  fact  that  cottage  property  predominates  throughout  the  area. 
Agriculture  is  the  only  imxDortant  industry.  Much  of  the  land 
is  cultivated  for  the  production  of  Sugar  Beet.  Unemployment 
during  1937  showed  a  slight  increase  on  that  of  1 936  but  even 
so  the  amount  was  very  small  and  at  certain  seasons  was  almost

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The  Death  Rates  above  are  estimated  on  'che  .registrar  General’s 
figures  which  are  almost  identical  with  those  prepared  locally. 
One  Rale  Suicide  death  does  not  appear  in  the  local  figur  ^es  as 
shoim  in  the  tables  following;.  This  ¥/ould  cause  a  very  slight 
change  in  the  Death  Rates.  '’^The  Death  Rate  of  Infants  is  cal¬ 
culated  on  the  RCf^istrar  General's  figures.  Local  Pigures 
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It  will  be  noted  that  our  population  increased 
by  20  during  the  year;  that  the  number  of  births  in  1937 
exceeded  by  20  the  1936  figure and  the  deaths  were  4  more 
than  in  1936* 

The  Birth  Rate  in  our  district  is  14*35  the  Rate 
for  England  and  Wales  is  l4r>69.?  That  this  Rate  is  likely  to 
be  lower  in  our  District  than  elsewhere  shows  in  the  fact 
that  the  Corrected  Death  Rate  9^3  is  only  0*77  of  the  Crude 
Death  Rate  12.»1»  This  factor  indicates^  among  other  things 
that  we  have  a  population  of  higher  average  age  than  the 
population  of  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  Death  Rate  of  England  and  Wales  is  12*45  so  our 
Corrected  Death  Rate  of  9*3  (  which  is  the  same  figure  as  1936  ) 
may  be  taken  to  indicate  that  1937  was  another  satisfactory 
year  in  this  District* 

The  Death  Rate  of  Infants  under  1  year  ^-^f  age  for 
our  District  (  18,C  Registrar  General^  22o5  Local  )  compares 
very  favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales,  (38)  and  also 
shows  an  improvement  on  the  figure  for  1936. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  fell  this  year  to 
17  from  27  in  1936*  The  following  table  indicates  the  site  of

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES, 

Two  amBulances  owned  Ijy  the  Red  Cross  Society,  Bury  St. 
Edmund’^  s  5  are  tire  only  amBulances  availaBle  in  the  district, 

^other  than  those  attciched  to  t-he  Isolation  Hospital  which  are^ 
of  course,  used  exclusivel;/  for  Infec^tious  Disease  -  cases. 

These  amBulances  have  Been  adequate  for  the  removal  of 
patients  from  their  homes  to  Hospitals  when  the  time  availaBle 
for  arrangements  has  Been  at  all  reasonaBle,  But  following  road 
accidents  persons  have  lain  injured  in  the  highvi'ay  for  an  un- 
reasonaBle  time  and  eventually  have  Been  taken  to  Hospital  in 
serious  condition  By  passing  lorries ^ 

In  my  opinion  there  is  need  for  a  twenty-four  hour 
AmBulance  service  with  the  Emergency  A‘^-I^cilance  housed  at  the 
General  Hospital  or  with  the  Police  Force. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

This  work  is  carried  out  By  Voluntary  Nursing  Associations. 
‘Their  Nurses  also  undertake  Midwifery,  Health  Visiting  and  PuBlic 
Assistance  Work, 

A  new  Association  Wcis  estaBlislied  and  Began  work  on  ist. 
OctoBer,  1937  in  the  Parishes  of  liopton  and  Thelnetham  together 
with  Hinderclay  and  V/attisf ield,  A  new  District  Nursing  Associati 
\wilT  come  into  Being  on  1st.  January,  193^?  to  supply  nursing  to 
the  Parishes  of  Euston,  Barnham,  Sapiston,  Honington,  Troston, 
Ixworth  Thorpe  and  Pakenham, 

The  Bradfield  St.  George  Association  will  provive  services 

for  the  Parishes  of  Chevington  and  Gt.  Saxham  as  from  1st.  January, 
1938,  and  for  Bradfield  ComBust  as  from  1st.  April,  1938* 
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Each,  parish  in  the  district  will  then  he  provided  with 
Nursing  Services  available  in  the  Home. 

CLINICS. 

The  nearest  clinics  available  to  our  population  for 
School  Children,  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Work,  Tuberculosis 
and  Venereal  Diseases  are  those  conducted  by  the  County  Council 
at  Bury  St,  Edmund^ s.  Whilst  our  rural  area  does  not  lend 
icseli  to  the  provision  of  readily  accessible  Clinics  for  all 
our  inhabitants ,  there  is  much  to  be  said  for  further  Clinics 
in  our  larger  villages,  such  as  Ixworth,  Hopton  and  Barrow. 

T.he  provision  of  such  Clinics  is  often  conditional  upon 
the  amount  of  demand  for  them  which  is  made  to  the  appropriate 
Committee, 

HOSPITALS. 

The  Stowrnarket  Isolation  Plospital  continues  to  receive 
our  more  usual  Infectious  Disease  cases,  but  when  cubicle 
isolation  is  required  the  Newmarket  Rural  District  Council’s 
Isolation  Hospital  provides  this  type  of  accommodations 

Considerable  Progress  has  been  made  by  the  County  Council 
in  the  preliminary  vi'ork  necessary  before  commencing  to  build 
their  Isolation  Hospital,  which  will  serve  the  whole  of  West 
Suffolk  with  the  exception  of  the  Nevi'market  Urban  District. 

SECTION  C. 

SAIilTARY  CIRCUHSTAN'CES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1  .  WATER. 

Active  steps  were  taken  during  -1937  to  complete  the  piped 
supplies  in  the  eight  parishes  for  vrhich  loan  sanction  had  been 
obtained.  The  Great  Barton  supply  was  available  in  July  1937. 

A  i^iped  water  suioply  will  be  available  in  Ixworth,  Barrow, 

Denham  and  Ingham  during  the  early  months  of  1938,  as  also  in 
Great  Saxham. 
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By  May  1938?  it  is  anticipated,  that  the  other  tw© 
parishes j  S tanningf ield  and  Bradfield  Combusty  together  with 
the  Sicklesmere  and  Cox  Green  areas  of  Great  Whelnetham  will 
have  water  available  by  a  scheme  which  will  necessitate  6-^ 
miles  of  piping  and  a  cost  of  £5,L!-00.  In  addition  to  these 
public  piped  supplies j  the  Council  sank  seven  bores  during  1937 
for  water  supplies  to  their  new  Council  Houses. 

It  is  anticipated  that  as  the  benefits  of  these  new 
water  undertakings  become  apparent,  and  as  housing  development 
progresses,  there  will  be  demands  for  similar  projects  in  ether 
parishes  in  the  area. 

All  samples  of  water  submitted  to  bacteriological 
and  chemical  examination  during  the  year  from  the  Rede  and  Great 
Barton  Public  piped  supplies  were  found  to  be  suitable  for  all 
domestic  and  drinking  purposes. 

The  Council  are  very  mindful,  of  their  responsibility 
to  safeguard  public  water  supplies  and  to  ensure  that  all  water 
supplied  by  them  is  pure  and  wholesome.  To  this  end  it  is  their 
policy  to  have  all  new  piped  supplies  bac teriologically  and 
chemicalD.y  examined  once  per  month  during  the  year  of  .their 
establishment  and  thereafter  at  less  frequent  periods.  A 
further  protection  is  available  in  that  the  Medical  Officer 
is  in^tleucted  to  take  additional  samples  when  he  has  reason  to 
believe  that  such  additional  sampling  is  urgently  required. 

2.  DRAINAGE  AHI)  SEWAGE. 

There  has  been  no  extension  of  sewerage  in  the  district 
throughout  the  year.  The  district  will  shortly  appreciate  the 


benefits  of  piped  water  supplies,  but  it  is  necessary  to  repeat  the 
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warning  which  I  gave  in  my  previous  Annual  Report  that  these 
supplies  will  serve  to  aggravate  the  present  position  caused 
hy  the  absence  of  sewerage  schemes  and  sewage.,  disposal  works 

in  all  parts  of  the  area. 

Parishes  have  already  been  surveyed  in  order  that 

sewerage  schemes  might  be  adopted  as  and  when  Exchequer  aid 
becomes  available  for  such  uudertcck?.ngs »- 

3.  RIVERS  AP'D  STREAMS  » 

There  is  no  evidence  that  the  River  Lark?  which 
is  the  principle  river  of  the  district j  is  contaminated  during 

its  flow'  through  our  area. 

Many  complaints  have  been  received  that  minor 

watercourses  and  their  adjacent  ditches  have  become  foul  owing 
to  neglect  of  cleansing  and  maintenance  at  the  proper  season. 
Members  of  the  Corncil  have  procured  comprehensive  knowledge 
of  this  problem^  and  have  given  their  assistance  in  dealing 
with  these  matters.  Further  support  from  the  Council  will  be 
forthcoming  if  this  nuisance  shuuld  continue  or  recur. 

4 •  ( i )  CLOSET  ACCOMMORATIORh 

During  1937  three  pail  closets  were  replaced  by 

closets  on  'the  water  carriage  system  and  17  privy  vaults  were 

converted  to  pail  closets. 

The  general  s'camdard  of  closet  acconimodation 

throughout  the  area  is  unsatisfactory.  In  some  parishes  as 

many  as  50%  are  of  the  privy  vault  tyr^e. 

The  advent  of  piped  water  supplies  will  hasten  the 

improvement  of  this  accommodation  when  Governmental  Sewerage 
Grants  are  available. 

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEAIISIRG. 

Cormient  w'as  made  in  rny  previous  report  that  the 
present  method  of  leaving  each  occupier  to  make  his  own 
arrangements  for  public  clea.nsing  was  unsa  cis-u  actory . 
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A  detailed  report  was  presented  to  the  Council  which  showed 
that  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £450  per  annimi  2^200  houses  through¬ 
out  our  scattered  area  could  he  serviced  hj^  direct  labour* 

The  Council  considered  this  report  andj  whilst  appreciating  the 
desirability  of  a  s^'stem  of  house  refuse  collection  in  the 
district  p  was  of  the  ox)inion  that  owing  to  heavy  expenditure  on 
V/ater  and  Housing  the  time  was  not  oxop  or  tunes  and  recommended 
that  the  matter  be  deferred.  In  the  meantime  this  problem  has 
been  referred  to  the  various  Parish  Councils  and  Parish  Meetings 
for  their  observations  in  the  hope  that  they  may  be  able  to 
suggest  and  inaugur'ate  separate  scnemos  for  individual  parishes* 

(iii)  oAI^ITARY  IHSPEGTIOh  OP  'hibjdjEA-

The  requirements  of  the  Shops ^  Act 5  1934^  regarding 
temperature j  ventilation  and  sanitary  conveniences  have  been 
brought  to  the  notice  of  all  shop  owners  in  the  district. 

The  48  visits  made^  revealed  eight  shops  defective  in  regard 
to  light  and  ventilation  -  these  defects  have  been,  or  are  in 
the  course  of  beings  remedied, 

(v)  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

All  premises  in  the  area  have  been  cond.ucted  during 
the  year  without  smoke  nuisance. 

(vi)  SWIMMING  lATHS  AITD  POOLS, 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  ovaied  Swimming  Baths 
open  to  the  public  within  the  area. 
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(vii)  ERAJJIGATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

No  complaints  of  Bed  Bugs  in  Council  or  Other

houses  have  been  received. 

5.  SCHOOLS. 

The  County  Education  Authority  have  carried  out 
improvements  at  Honington;  Culford  and  Ingham  Schools.  They 
are  avare  of  the  sanitary  E^rrangernents  in  the  other  schools  in 
our  area 5  hut  are  naturally  reluctant  to  incur  expense  (unless 
urgent  necessity  arises)  in  view  of  the  proposed  scheme  to 
concentrate  schools  into  larger  centralised  buildings* 

During  49375  the  Schools  at  Ampton,  Barnham^  Barrow, 
Hawstead,  Ingham  and  Thelnetham  were  each  closed  for  about  two 
weeks,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Influenza.  The  Schools  at 
Pornham  All  Saints,  Hepworth,  Honington,  Horringer  and  Risby 
also  were  each  closed  for  approximately  tw'o  weeks,  as  Measles 
was  epidemic.  Market  Weston  School  closed  for  a  month  on  account 
of  Whooping  Cough  and  Chicken  Pox,  this  being  the  only  other 
school  closed  during  the  year. 

The  principle  non-notif iable  infectious  diseases  in 


the  School  population  during  the  year  were:-  Measles  177  cases. 
Whooping  Gough  105  cases,  and  Mumps  5S  cases.  The  monthly 
occuicence  is  indicated  by  the  follom'ing  figures

Measles  declined  from  its  February  maximum  and  there¬ 
upon  Whooping  Gough  gained  prevalence  to  reach  its  own  maximum 
in  May.  Shortly  after  the  middle  of  the  year,  these  two  greatly 
declined  and  Mimnps  became  prevalent,  being  especially  marked 
in  October. 

The  necsssary  co-operation  with  the  County  School 
Medical  Service  was  maintained,  and  disinfection  of  School 
premises  carried  out  wlien  recLuired.
